perfect alibi" for her husband.
Mohr was arrested after Charles M.

Powell, formerly concessionaire with
the Bruñen show, had made a confe¬
sión charging that tie had shot atol
killed Bruñen after Mohr bad hounded
him for months to do it.
As a result of developments in the

investigation County Detective Ellis
Parker said to-day lie was convinced
that nearly a half hour elapsed be-
tween the time Bruñen was shot, whil«
sitting near a window at his home in
Riverside, and the time h;r wife hat
told neighbors of the shooting.
